The wit- 
ness thought it very strange and spoke 
to the clerk of the hotel about it, but 
Mrs. Barnaby decided to remain and 
be treated by this déctor. The witness 
left her with Mrs. Fisher and left for 
Denver, arriving here April g. 

The witness also told that there was 
a package here for Mrs. Barnaby, and 
after they returned from the rauch 
one day, they took the fatal finid. 
Mrs. Barnaby said she was tired and 
thought a little fine old whisky, would 
help ber. She made two toddies and 
the witness took one and drank it and 
exclaimed, Its vile stuff;“ bat Mrs. 
Barnaby drank hers and finally said 
It is poor stuff. Then the witness 
became ill, and bér son hurried in and 
told ber she should net have drank: it 
before dinner. The witness vomited 
and became unconscious until 2 
o’clock the next morning. She could 
not keep anything on her stomach.

New York, Dec, 16.— According to 
the World, it is pretty n that a 
bill for the free coinage silver’ in 
some form will pass both, the Demo-| 
cratic House and Republican Senate 
this present session. The plan prac- 
tically agreed upon by those who will 
control the matter in the House, says 
a Washington special to the World, 
is briefly this: To stop all purchases 
of silver by the government; to throw 
open the mints for the free coinags of 
all silver to be hereafter produced 
from American mines, and to guard 
against unloading of foreign silver 
upon the United States by a system 
of notifications and inspection, simi- 
lar to that devised for guarding the 
sugar bounties. The dispatch also 
states that Speaker Crisp hasfully de- 
cided to make Bland Chairman of 
the Committee on Coinage, and that 
a majority of the members of the com- 
mittee will be advocates of free silver.

President Harrison said nothing 
of the kind and the editor of the 
Journal knows it now and kuew it 
before he peuned the article. The 
Journal is extremely narrow in 
ite discussion of political ques- 
tions. The leader this morning 
was a tissue of misrepresenta' ions, 
but that ie nothing, for it seeins to 
be its entire stock in trade. It 
must take ite readers for fools, or 
that they read mo other paper but 
the Journal. “Stick to the truth, 
my boy, and you will be blessed.” 

What the President did say, and 
we quote from his message as re- 
ported in full was: 


Under the law of July 14, 1890, the 
Secretary of the Treasury has pur- 
chased since Augost 13th, during the 
fiscal year, 48,393,113 ounces of silver 
bullion at ap average cost of $1.045 
per ounce. The highest price paid 
daring the year was $1.2025 and the 
lowest 9636. In exchange for this 
silver bullion there have been issued 
$5,057,498 of the Treasury notes au- 
thorized by the act. The lowest price 
of silver reached during the fiscal year 
was .9636, on April 22, 1891, but on 
November let the market price was 
only .96, which would give to the sil- 
ver dollar @ ballion value of 7444 cents. 


If the Journal would take some 
of the good council it gave regard- 
ing the misstatement of facts iu a 
State paper, it would be more hon- 
orable.

MONEY IN IT. 


Making Cream Tartar from Grape 
PamiceMeceant Chemical Tests. 
W. B. Rising, State Analyst and 
Professor of Chemistry at the Univer- 
sity of California has lately been mak- 
ing a number of interesting tests to 
determine the quantity of cream of 
tartar in grape pumice. His report 
will likely attract much attention, for 
the reason that he points oot that 
wine-makers are now burning or using 
simply for fertilizing, a uaterial from 
which a good of money might 
readily be gained. | 
It is figared roughly, from the re- 
sult of his tests, that each ton of ordi- 
nary wine-grape pumice—the mass of 
pulp, stems, seeds and skins from 
which wine bas been } 
tains sufficient cream of tartar to net 
between $5 and $6. Heretofore this 
has never been made use of for this 
purpose by wine-makers.

forward month after month and year 
after year for the space of three years, 


tinued to hold out after a penetration 
of 40 feet, the work was abandoned at 
a depth of 3,843 1-5 feet. 

Various strata of rock and eartk 
were penetrated in the descent, and ai 
1,700 feet granite was struck, which 
should, have precluded any hope of 
ever striking water, as it is a well 
known geological fact that water does 
not exist below the granite. 

A stream of water was struck at a 
depth (f 1,220 feet which rose to with- 
in 17 feet of the surface, but no 
farther, as there seemed to be some 
lateral outlet for the water. From 
1,448 to 1,586 feet below the surface 
sulphur water was drawn, strongly im- 
pregnated with sulphureted hydrogen 
gas. A little distance below this a 
vein of saline water was discovered of 
a bluish cast and containing 7 per 
cent. of salt. As no tubing was used in 
the well the water from these various 
streams continued to flow in during the 
boring, but, as stated, never raised the 
water nearer than 127 feet of the sur- 
face. 


of rock known as the Potsdam sand- 
stone of the lowest silurian system was 
struck, and in penetrating it the drill 
unfortunately stuck and was broken 
off. This for atime was regarded as 
putting an end to further boring, but 
the ingenious’ engineer. after a week or 


two of meditation, devised a ‘contriv- 


ance that successfully removed the 
broken drill. A new difficulty soon pre- 
sented itself, however, that still more 
scriously threatened to prevent further 
progress. It was found that while the 
drills were made of the very best steel, 
the weight of the iron bars extending 
down from the engine to which the 
drill was attached was so excessive 
that a drop of even one foot was power- 
erful enough to batter the point of the 
drill and consequently prevent any 
headway being attained. Again, how- 
however, the ingenuity of the engineer 
solved the problem. He reasoned that 
the well being nearly full of water the 
substitution of wooden poles for the 
‘ron rods to which the drill was at- 
wched would not only lesson the weight, 
ut the wood would act as a float in the 
water and furnish the necessary resist- 
ince to overcome any excessive weight. 
fle accordingly procured stout poles 
33 1-3 feet in length, furnished with 
solid screw joints, and on testing the 
experiment was rewarded with success. 
The work continued to the depth stated, 
when it was abandoned by order of the 
court as an unprofitable job. 

This depth of 3,843 1-5 feet, compared 
with the next deepest well in the world, 
that located at Pesth, which is 3,182 
feet, shows a difference in favor of the 
St. Louis well of 661 1-5 feet. 

The next in depth of St. Louis wells 


‘ is known as the Belcher well, located 


at the Belcher sugar refinery. It was 
commenced in the spring of 1849 and 
prosecuted at intervals till March, 1855, 
when steady work was ¢ommenced and 
maintained for thirty-three months, and 
a flowing vein was struck at a depth of 
2,197 feet. While the vein was fund to 
be strong enough to discharge seventy- 
five gallons per minute and raise the 
water seventy-five feet above the sur- 
face, it was 80 strongly impregnated 
with sulphur as to be unfit for the pur- 
poses of the refinery. The water was 
discovered to contain medical virtues, 
and to this day is quite a popular drink 
with St. Louisans. This well is exceed- 
ed in depth by the one at Pesth, hereto- 
fore mentioned, the La Chapelle well of 
Paris, which has a depth of 2,950 feet. 
It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection that the Chinese and Egyptians 
were early acquainted with artesian 
wells, and that the oldest known one in 
Europe is at Lilliers, in Artois, whence 
the name artesidn is derived. This 
well was sunk in, 1126, but there is no 
record as to its depth. The Grenelle 
well of Paris, while having a depth of 
only 1,700 feet, is the most famous well 
of Europe on account of its wonderful 
flow of water. It is estimated to yield 
516 gallons of water a minute and raise 
it thirty-two feet above the surface. 
Owing to the improved machinery 
used in driving artesian wells in the last 
few years they are becoming quite com- 
mon, but they rarely exceed a depth of 
2,00) feet, and usually range from 500 to 
50) feet. Louisville has one well ofa 
depth of 2,086 feet, and Chicago has sev- 
erol ranging from 700 to 1,200 feet. Gal-
